The fire started <rn the Iron King 
while discharging coal, .-Ml that boat's 
upper worivs and machinery were de- 
stroyed. Half a dozen firemen were 
holding a stream on the burning boat 
from a place on top of the coal doi k 
The flames leaped from the boat to an 
immetise mass of blacksmith's coal di 
rectly under the firemen, and a terrific 
explosion of coal gas followed. Tiu 
men blinded by flames ran through it 
like sheep and jumpeil all in a heap to 
the dock forty feet below. The money 
loss is about 1150,000 and tiM ooal dock 
is still burning.
